‘under 2 years of age; of the 12 deaths for Limerick, one was from scarlet fever and one irom 
‘diphtheria; 5 of the 7 deavhs for Waterford were from measles and one from diarrheea and 
enteritis of a child under 2 years, and the 7 deaths for Galway included 3 from measles and 
‘one from diarrhcea and enteritis of a child under 2 years. 


q City of Dublin—The number of births registered during the week was 233—115 
Dboys and 118 girls, and the number of deaths 165—83 males and 82 females. Twenty-six 
‘of the births and 19 of the deaths related to persons be'onging to other localities. 

' The 146 deaths appertaining to the City are equivalent to a rate of 18.3 per 1,000, the 
Tates in the three preceding weeks being 15.6, 9.5, and 22.4. 

- Theie were 6 deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, comprising 2 from measles, 
ne from scarlet fever, one from diphtheria and 2 from diarrhcea and enteritis of children 
inder 2 years of age.

Particulars of the Births and Deaths* recorded for the Twelve Principal Towns 
are given in Table I. The deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas 
for last week and for the past four weeks, respectively,were equal to the following annual 
rates per 1,000 of the population :— 


Twelve Principal Towns, 12.9 and 14.2; City of Dublin, 13.7 and 13.9 ; Borough of Dun 
Laoghaire, 7.3 and 13.9; Cork, 13.3 and 13.3; Limerick, 7.9 and 12.2; and Waterford, 
17.6 and 14.2. 

The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases,t recorded for the twelve Principal 
Towns last week, were equal to an annual rate of 1.8 per 1,000. Among the 20 deaths from 
all causes for Cork was one from whooping-cough. One of the 6 deaths for Limerick was 
from scarlet fever; of the 9 deaths for Waterford and the 8 deaths for Dundalk was one 
each of whooping-cough and diarrhea and enteritis of a child under 2 years and the 2 deaths 
for Wexford were both from measles. 

City of Dublin——The number of births registered during the week was 228-—106 
boys and 122 girls, and the number of deaths 130—71 males and 59 females. Twenty-four 
of the births and 21 of the deaths related to persons belonging to other localities. 

The 109 deaths appertaining to the City are equivalent to a rate of 13.7 per 1,000, the 
rates in the three preceding weeks being 16.7, 13.0 and 12.3. 

There were 15 deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, comprising one from scarlet 
fever, 7 from whooping-cough, 5 from diphtheria, and 2 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children 
under 2 years of age. In the three preceding weeks deaths from scarlet fever were one, 0, and 0; 
deaths from whooping-cough were 4, 4, and 2; from diphtheria 2, 1, and 0, and deaths from 
diarrhoea and enteritis were 2, 3, and 2. 

Tuberculous disease caused 13 deaths (9 of which were from pulmonary tuberculosis, 
2 from tuberculous meningitis, and 2 from other forms of tuberculous disease), as against 
14, 6, and 12 from all forms of tuberculosis in the three preceding weeks. 

Six deaths were caused by cancer, and 16 by diseases of the heart. 

There were 11 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 8 from broncho-pneumonia, one from 
lobar pneumonia and 2 from pneumonia—not otherwise defined. Bronchitis caused 5 deaths, 

No accidental deaths were registered, 

Among the deaths of infants under one year of age, 5 were due to whooping-cough, one 
to bronchitis, 2 to broncho-pneumonia, one to diarrhoea and enteritis, 2 to premature birth, 
3 to congenital malformation and one to congenital debility. 





Thirty-three of the deaths recorded for the City during the week were those of children ~ 


under 5 years, 19 being infants under one year, of whom 8 were under one month old; and 


29 were those of persons aged 65 years and upwards, of whom 23 were aged 70 years or over, 


Of the 109 deaths recorded, 59 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

Among the 9 deaths from 
all causes for Dun Laoghaire was one from diphtheria; and, the 6 deaths for Limerick 
included one from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, and 2 from diarrhoea and enteritis of 
children under 2 years of age. 

City of Dublin.—The number of births registered during the week was 266-—145 
boys and 121 girls, and the number of deaths 109-58 males and 51 females.

Particulars of the Births and Deaths* recorded for the Twelve Principal Tewns 
are given in Table I. The deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas 
for last weck and for the past four weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual 
rates per 1,000 of the population -— 


Twelve Principal Towns, 17.2 and 15.8; City of Dublin, 18.2 and 16.4; Borough of Dun 
Laoghaire, 22.0 and 21.3; Cork, 16.6 and 15.0; Limerick, 17.2 and 14.9; and 
Waterford, 29.4 and 17.6. ‘ 


The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, t recorded. for the twelve Principal 
Towns last week, were equal to an annual rate of 1.9 per 1,000. Among the 25 deaths from 
all cauises for Cork was one from diphtheria. The 13 deaths from all causes for Limerick 
included one from enteric fever and 3 from diphtheria, and 2 of the 4 deaths for Sligo were 
from diatrhcea ‘and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. 

City of Dublin—The number ot births registered during the week was 165—-100 
boys and 65 girls, and the number of deaths 165—72 males and 93 females. Twenty-six 
of the births and 20 of the deaths related to persons belonging to other localities. 

The 145 deaths appertaining to the City are equivalent to a rate of 18.2 per 1,000, the 
rates in the three preceding weeks being 15.8, 14.7 aud 16.7. 

There were 15 deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, comprising 2 from: enteric 
fever, one from dysentery, 4 from measles, one from scarlet fever, one from whooping- 
cough, 4 from diphtheria, and 2 -from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years 
ofage. Inthe three preceding weeks deaths from enteric fever were one, 0, and 0; deaths from 
measles were 4, one and 2; deaths from whcoping-cough were one, 0, and one ; deaths from 
diphtheria were 2, one and one; and deaths from diarrhcea and enteritis were 2, 3 and 2. 
There were no deaths from dysentery or scarlet fever in the three preceding weeks. 

Three deaths were due to influenza. 

Tuberculous disease caused 11 deaths (all of which were from pulmonary tuberculosis), 
as against 7, 10 and 14 from all forms of tuberculosis in the three preceding weeks. 

Fourteen deaths were caused by cancer, and 16 by diseases of the heart. 

There were 18 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 12 from broncho-pneumonia, one from 
lobar pneumonia, and 5 from pneumonia——not otherwise defined. Bronchitis caused 13 deaths. 

Two accidental deaths were registered, one of which was that of a child aged 3 weeks 
due to burns, and one that of a child aged 4 years to scalds. 

Among the deaths of infants wader one year of age, one was due to tuberculosis, one 
to convulsions, 3 to bronchitis, 5 to broncho-pneumonia, 2 to diarrhcea and enteritis, 10 
to premature birth, 2 to congenital malformations, ard 2 to congenital debility: 

Forty-seven of the deaths recorded for the City during the week were those of children 
under 5 years, 31 being infants under one year, of whom 15 were under one month old, and 
39 were those of persons aged 65 years and upwards, of whom 31 were aged 70 years or over, 

Of the 145 deaths recorded, 73 occurred in hospitals and other public 1ustitutions.
